Play ot the ball strongly, 
Stand opposite a friend with a 
ball between you and blm 
to time his movements with 
yours, Step forward with the 
non-tackling foot so that you 
place it olongsido the ball ond 
your body welght comes up ove 
the ball. Now play ef the ball 
with the side of your tackling 
foot, 


try to bulld up a chythm of 
1—2 ev that you play the balt 
hacd at the samo time as your 
pertner, You will find that you 
can tackle In this way quite 
powerfutly, so that tho Dali 
almost goce out cf shone. 

Sometimes, a quick, big stride 
wiil get you inty position to play 
the ball firmly, so that If It Is 
blocked you will still come out 
with the ball.
